TO  THE  CHAIRMAN  AND  MEMBERS  OF  THE 
RAINFORD  URBAN  DISTRICT  COUNCIL: 


Dear  Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  to  you  the  40th  Annual  Report 
on  the  Welfare  of  Rainford  for  the  year  ending  31 st  December,  1970. 

I  am  most  happy  to  report  that  the  health  of  the  community  has 
been  satisfactory  during  the  year. 

The  adjusted  birth  rate  has  shown  an  increase  being  23.0  per 
thousand  population  compared  with  21.0  for  the  previous  year.  This 
is  in  excess  of  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales  (l6.0).  There  were 
172  births  compared  with  155  in  1969* 

There  were  66  deaths  from  various  causes  giving  a  rate  per 
thousand  of  the  population  of  8.8. 

There  were  3  infant  deaths  during  the  year  giving  an  infant 
mortality  rate  of  17  per  thousand  live  births.  The  rate  for  England 
and  Wales  is  18.  No  maternal  deaths  occurred  during  the  year. 

I  am  pleased  to  report  that  there  were  no  cases  notified  of 
Diphtheria  or  Poliomyelitis.  I  am  particularly  happy  to  report  that 
there  were  no  new  cases  of  Tuberculosis  and  no  deaths  occurring  from 
that  disease. 

Towards  the  end  of  the  year  the  welcome  news  was  received  from 
the  Lancashire  County  Council  that  it  was  their  intention  to  provide 
a  Health  Centre  for  Rainford  to  be  built  on  the  site  already  ear¬ 
marked  for  Clinic  premises.

Immunisation  is  available  against  diphtheria  alone, 
or  against  diphtheria  and  whooping  cough,  or  against  diph.theria> 
whooping  cough  and  tetanus  by  the  use  of  combined  vaccines. 


SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 


WATER 


The  Statutory  Water  Undertaker  is  St.  Helens  Corporation. 
The  Council  have  one  representative  on  the  Joint  Board.  Supply 
of  water  to  the  area  is  satisfactory  in  quality  and  quantity. 

SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL  AND  SEWERAGE  REQUIREMENTS 

Isolated  properties  including  farms,  in  the  rural  part  of 
the  area  are  on  septic  tanks  etc.,  and  cannot  be  sewered. 

Sludge  from  the  Sewage  Works  is  still  being  removed  in 
liquid  form  by  Tanker  to  a  Tip  in  Berrington's  Lane. 

Sewage  Works  Extensions.  The  present  Works  are  now  over¬ 
loaded  and  preliminary  investigations  are  being  carried  out, 
having  regard  to  revision  of  Town  Map  and  possible  further 
population  increase.

PUBLIC  CLEANSING 


This  continues  to  be  one  of  the  Council’s  biggest  problems  duo 
to  the  scattered  nature  of  the  district  and  the  distance  away  from 
the  main  tip.  Expenditure  is  high  and  increased  housing  continues 
to  make  the  position  more  difficult.  The  Council  are  still 
investigating  the  possibility  of  obtaining  further  tipping  sites. 

In  the  meantime  the  present  tip  is  being  extended  by  the  extraction 
of  sand  but  this  will  give  comparatively  little  further  tipping  space. 
One  Refuse  Vehicle  is  in  full  time  use  and  the  second  vehicle  used  3 
days  per  week.  For  the  most  part  we  are  able  to  give  a  7  days  service. 


HOUSING 


North  End  Site  6 3  houses  have  been  completed  and  occupied  and  the 

remaining  12  axe  to  be  handed  over  in  the  next  few  weeks.
